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Congress: US fails to stop most 
people trying to join ISIS group

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. government has 
largely failed to stop more 
than 250 Americans who 
have traveled overseas 
since 2011 to join or try to 
join terrorist groups, includ¬ 
ing the Islamic State group, 
a new congressional study 
concluded on Tuesday. 
It did not provide details 
on the several dozen who 
have sneaked back into 
the United States without 
being arrested or moni¬ 
tored. 

“The findings are concern¬ 
ing; we are losing in this 
struggle to keep Americans 
from the battlefield,” House 
Homeland Security Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Michael 
McCaul said Tuesday after 
his committee released the 
65-page report. 

The report said the Obama 
administration lacked a 
strategy to prevent such 
travel abroad, identify all 
who try to return to commit 
terror attacks, or cope with 
new recruitment practices 
and technology that allow 
extremists to communicate 
securely. 

“Of the hundreds of Ameri¬ 
cans who have sought to 
travel to the conflict zone 


in Syria and Iraq, authori¬ 
ties have only interdicted 
a fraction of them,” the 
report said. “Several doz¬ 
en have also managed to 
make it back into Ameri¬ 
ca.” It noted that several 
people were identified and 
arrested this year trying to 
return to the United States. 
In other cases, authorities 
are monitoring people who 
have returned from the re¬ 
gion, said McCaul, R-Texas. 
Rep. John Katko, a Repub¬ 
lican, who helped write the 
report, said radicalization 
of Americans over the In¬ 
ternet “poses probably the 
biggest problem” for U.S. 
law enforcement and oth¬ 
ers trying to detect and 
combat efforts by interna¬ 
tional terrorist organization 
to recruit U.S. citizens to join 
the fight overseas. 

The report said of particu¬ 
lar concern were western 
Europeans who travel to 
Iraq or Syria and would be 
permitted to fly to the U.S. 
without applying for a visa. 
“American returnees are 
not the only threat to the 
United States," it said. 

Katko said the commit¬ 
tee will work to draft sev¬ 
eral pieces of legislation 
based on the report's 32 
recommendations. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. government an¬ 
nounced sanctions Tues¬ 
day against 25 people and 
five groups connected to 
the Islamic State, disclosing 
intelligence that depicts a 
sprawling international or¬ 
ganization with tentacles 
across Europe, Asia and 
the Middle East. 

The moves by the Treasury 
and State departments are 
aimed at disrupting the ac¬ 
tivities of Islamic State finan¬ 
cial, logistical and recruit¬ 
ing operatives who may 
not be suitable targets of 
American bombs or drone 
strikes. 

Many of them reside out¬ 
side the theaters of war in 
Iraq and Syria. 

The sanctions, the largest 


such effort against the Is¬ 
lamic State, also serve to 
demonstrate how far and 
wide the group's ideology 
has spread. 

The State Department des¬ 
ignated as foreign terrorist 
organizations Islamic State 
regional spin-offs in Russia’s 
Caucasus region, Algeria, 
Indonesia and Egypt’s Si¬ 
nai Peninsula. Among the 
individuals designated as 
terrorists was Sally Jones, a 
British native and the wid¬ 
ow of an operative killed 
recently in an American 
drone strike. 

The Treasury Department, 
meanwhile, slapped finan¬ 
cial sanctions on Islamic 
State officials who operate 
in Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
Libya, Yemen and Tunisia. 
Among the individuals it 
sanctioned in Syria was 


British national Aqsa Mah- 
mood, who is accused 
of recruiting three British 
schoolgirls in February to 
flee the United Kingdom to 
become wives of Islamic 
State fighters. She is be¬ 


lieved to be in Syria. 
Previously, Treasury had 
sanctioned just four Islamic 
State officials, one of whom 
was killed in a U.S. drone 
strike in June. 

Some of those sanctioned 


by Treasury are also ex¬ 
pected to be placed Tues¬ 
day on the United Nations' 
al-Qaida Sanctions List, offi¬ 
cials said in a news release. 
The announcement came 
before a meeting between 
President Barack Obama 
and other world leaders 
on countering the Islamic 
State on the margins of 
the U.N. General Assembly 
meetings in New York. 
“These sanctions will pre¬ 
vent them from engaging 
in financial transactions 
and make it harder for 
them to travel,” he said. 
Financial institutions around 
the world tend to honor 
U.S. sanctions, he said. The 
State Department desig¬ 
nations mean that anyone 
who supports the individu¬ 
als or groups can be pros¬ 
ecuted under U.S. law. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The head of Planned 
Parenthood defended 
the U.S women’s health or¬ 
ganization Tuesday before 
a Republican-run Congress 
bent on slashing its federal 
funding, telling lawmakers 
that accusations against 
her group fed by stealthily 
recorded videos are “of¬ 
fensive and categorically 
untrue.” 

In Planned Parenthood’s 
first appearance before 
Congress since those vid¬ 
eos emerged this summer. 
Republicans on the House 
Oversight and Government 
Reform Committee argued 
that the group needs no 
taxpayer financing. They 
cited Planned Parenthood 
tax documents showing it 
spends millions on political 
activities, travel and exor¬ 
bitant salaries. 

“That’s money that’s not 
going to women's health 
care,” said committee 
Chairman Jason Chaffetz, 
a Republican. “It's a politi¬ 
cal organization, and that's 
something that needs to 
be ferreted out.” 

Cecile Richards, Planned 
Parenthood’s president, 
told the lawmakers that her 
group has fallen victim to a 
“smear campaign” based 
on videos in which its of¬ 
ficials coolly describe how 
they sometimes harvest tis¬ 
sue from aborted fetuses 
for scientific research. 
Conservatives and many 
Republicans say the vid¬ 
eos, made by abortion foes 
posing as private purchas¬ 
ers of fetal organs, show 
Planned Parenthood has 
broken federal laws includ¬ 
ing a ban on for-profit fetal 
tissue sales. The organiza¬ 
tion says it's acted legally 
and says the videos were 
deceitfully edited. 

“The outrageous accu¬ 
sations leveled against 
Planned Parenthood, 


based on heavily doctored 
videos, are offensive and 
categorically untrue,” Rich¬ 
ards said. 

Richards also said the vid¬ 
eos have inspired an in¬ 
crease in threats against 
Planned Parenthood clin¬ 
ics. 

The recordings have 
pumped Planned Parent¬ 
hood and the abortions 
many of its nearly 700 clin¬ 
ics provide into an electric 
political issue, with many 
Republican presidential 
candidates frequently lam¬ 
basting the group. Con¬ 
servatives' demands that 
Congress cut its federal 
payments — for which Re¬ 
publicans lack the votes to 
succeed — contributed to 
the Republican unrest that 
prompted House Speaker 
John Boehner, a Republi¬ 
can, to announce his resig¬ 
nation last week. 

Planned Parenthood gets 
around a third of its $1.3 
billion yearly budget from 
federal payments, mostly 
reimbursements for treat¬ 
ing low-income Medicaid 
patients. By law, nearly no 
federal funds can be used 
for abortion. The group 
provides contraception, 
sexual disease testing and 
cancer screenings as well 
as abortions to 2.7 million 
patients annually in clinics 
from coast to coast. 
Congress is on track to ap¬ 
prove legislation this week 
preventing an imminent 
federal shutdown and con¬ 
tinuing federal payments 
to Planned Parenthood. 
But House committees be¬ 
gan working Tuesday on 
separate legislation that 
would cut most of the or¬ 
ganization’s federal mon¬ 
ey and would be immune 
to Senate delaying tactics 
by Democrats. That means 
that measure has a strong 
chance of reaching Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's 
desk, where it would face

Kelly Renee Gissendaner is 
scheduled to die by injec¬ 
tion of pentobarbital at the 
state prison in Jackson. Gis¬ 
sendaner, 47, was convict¬ 
ed of murder in the Febru¬ 
ary 1997 slaying of her hus¬ 
band. She conspired with 
her lover, who stabbed 
Douglas Gissendaner to 
death. The Georgia Board 
of Pardons and Paroles did 
not give a reason for its 
denial after it met on Tues¬ 
day, saying only that it had 
carefully considered her re¬ 
quest for reconsideration. 
Gissendaner was previous¬ 
ly scheduled for execution 
Feb. 25, but that was de¬ 
layed because of a threat 
of winter weather. Her exe¬ 
cution was reset for March 
2, but corrections officials

Judge Barry Williams de¬ 
cided Tuesday that Officer 
William Porter will go on tri¬ 
al first. He is accused of fail¬ 
ing to provide or request 
medical care for Freddie 
Gray and not securing him 
safely in a van.

The parole board, which is 
the only entity in Georgia 
authorized to commute a 
death sentence, also de¬ 
clined to spare Gissend- 
aner’s life after a clemency 
hearing in February. Her 
lawyers asked the board to 
reconsider its decision be¬ 
fore the second execution 
date, but the board stood 
by its decision to deny 
clemency. 

Gissendaner’s lawyers last 
Thursday submitted a sec¬ 
ond request to reconsider 
the denial of clemency. 
The parole board said Mon¬ 
day that its members have 
thoroughly reviewed that 
request. The board said the 
meeting Tuesday would al¬ 
low it to gather additional 
information from represen¬ 
tatives for Gissendaner. 

The board could have let its 
earlier denial of clemency 
stand, issued a stay of up to 
90 days to further consider 
the case, or granted clem¬ 
ency and commuted her 
sentence. □

UAW leaders are still hop¬ 
ing that the contract will 
pass at large factories in 
Belvidere, Illinois; Sterling 
Heights, Michigan; and To¬ 
ledo, Ohio. Results should 
be tallied Wednesday or 
Thursday at the plants, 
which together employ 
more than 12,000 workers. 


The UAW, which represents 
about 40,000 Fiat Chrysler 
workers, reached a tenta¬ 
tive agreement with the 
company two weeks ago 
that includes pay raises, 
the potential for increased 
profit sharing and a $3,000 
signing bonus. But the rais¬ 
es don’t bring an end to 
a two-tier wage structure 
that pays workers hired be¬ 
fore 2007 more money. The 
contract also allows the 
company to shift some car 
production to low-wage 
Mexico, replacing it with 
new trucks and SUVs that 
carry higher price tags to 
cover higher U.S. wages.

Forming a coalition: 

Major companies push for LGBT rights globally

NEW YORK (AP) — A doz¬ 
en corporations, includ¬ 
ing Google Inc., Microsoft 
Corp., and Coca-Cola Co., 
are joining a new coalition 
to push for LGBT rights in the 
workplace in places be¬ 
yond the U.S. and Western 
Europe. 

The organization is partly 
a response to the recent 
setbacks for gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender 
rights in countries like Rus¬ 
sia, Uganda and the Mid¬ 
dle East. The Human Rights 
Campaign-led group will 
push for protections in the 
workplace globally, includ¬ 
ing in countries where LGBT 
individuals face legal dis¬ 


crimination or harassment. 
“They deserve a fairchance 
to earn a living and provide 
for their families no matter 
where they live,” said HRC 
President Chad Griffin. 
Corporate America has 
been cited as a force in the 
push for gay rights in the 
U.S., with some companies 
offering LGBT protections 
and same-sex partner ben¬ 
efits going back decades. 
Hundreds of companies 
signed statements advo¬ 
cating for same-sex mar¬ 
riage when the issue to the 
Supreme Court earlier this 
year. 

The coalition members are:

ture, AT&T Inc., software 
company CA Technolo¬ 


gies, Coca-Cola, Desti¬

American home prices rise steadily in July, lifted by higher sales

The Standard & Poor's/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home 
price index climbed 5 per¬ 
cent in July from a year 
earlier. That’s up from a 4.9 
percent annual pace in 
June. 

Home prices rose in all 
20 cities over the past 12 
months. San Francisco 
posted the biggest gain of 
10.4 percent, followed by 
Denver with 10.3 percent. 
Steady job growth and an 
economic recovery in its 
seventh year have encour¬ 
aged more Americans to 
buy homes. That lifted sales 
to an eight-year high in 
July. Yet those buyers have 
bid up prices in many ar¬ 
eas because the number 
of homes for sale remains 
limited. 

The current housing inven¬ 
tory is equal to 5.2 months 
of sales, below the six 
months that is typical in a 
balanced housing market. 
Price gains were much 
smaller in many Eastern 
and Midwestern cities. 
Home prices were just 1.7 
percent higher in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. compared with 
12 months earlier, only 1.8 
percent higher in Chicago, 
and up just 1.9 percent in 
New York. 

Svenja Gudell, chief econ¬ 
omist at real estate data 
firm Zillow, said the housing 
market is continuing to im¬ 
prove despite some con¬ 
flicting trends. New home 
sales jumped to a seven- 
year high in August even 
as existing home sales 
slipped. Mortgage rates re¬ 
main low, though it can be 
difficult for first-fime buyers 


fo qualify for a loan. 

“The markef is continuing 
to heal and find its footing 
in a new environment, one 
where highly local factors 
... matter more than na¬ 
tional trends,” she said. 

The Case-Shiller index cov¬ 
ers roughly half of U.S.

Higher home 
values also reduce the 
number of Americans who 
owe more on their mort¬ 
gages than their homes are 
worth, a condition known 
as being “underwater.”

Negotiators: 

Weapons withdrawal deal reached in east Ukraine

MINSK, Belarus (AP) — 

Representatives of Russia, 
Ukraine and the Organiza¬ 
tion for Security and Coop¬ 
eration in Europe reached 
a long-awaited agreement 
late Tuesday on the with¬ 
drawal of tanks and other 
weapons from the frontline 
in eastern Ukraine. 

“This is a document that 
opens a path to peace, 
a path to an end of vio¬ 
lence and attacks,” Rus¬ 
sian negotiator Azamat 
Kulmukhametov said. 

The deal supplements a 
broad agreement signed in 
February aimed at ending 
the conflict between the 


Western-aligned Ukrainian 
government and Russia- 
backed rebels. Many of its 
provisions remain unimple¬ 
mented. 

The leaders of Russia, 
Ukraine, France and Ger¬ 
many, who negotiated the 
February agreement, are 
meeting in Paris on Friday 
to try to push forward a po¬ 
litical settlement for eastern 
Ukraine, where the fighting 
has killed more than 8,000 
people since it began in 
April 2014. 

To lay the groundwork for 
that meeting, their foreign 
ministers met in Berlin on 
Sept. 12 and afterward 
expressed hope that the 
agreement on withdrawing 


weapons could be signed 
within days, but the talks 
dragged on for two weeks. 
The cease-fire declared as 
part of the February agree¬ 
ment was regularly violat¬ 
ed by both sides until they 
declared a new truce on 
Sept. 1, which has largely 
held. 

NATO Secretary-General 
Jens Stoltenberg on Tues¬ 
day told The Associated 
Press the latter is a positive 
sign which proves a “possi¬ 
bility of progress” on other 
provisions of international 
agreements. 

The NATO leader, who 
spoke at the sidelines of 
the annual U.N. General 
Assembly in New York, sin¬ 


gled out Russia’s support 
for separatists in the east of 
Ukraine as the “main chal¬ 
lenge” to putting an end to 
the conflict. 

He also expressed concern 
that separatists' plans to 
hold local elections in defi¬ 
ance of the Ukrainian gov¬ 
ernment might derail the 
full implementation of the 
peace accord.

Germany lowers 
housing standards 
on migrant crisis

BERLIN (AP) — Refugees 
coming to Germany can 
expect a roof over their 
head, a bed to sleep in 
and three meals a day. But 
with authorities struggling 
to find housing for tens of 
thousands of people each 
month, many new arriv¬ 
als will find their lodgings a 
squeeze. 

Smaller, in fact, than what's 
permitted for a German 
shepherd dog. 

An Associated Press survey 
has found that several of 
Germany’s 16 states have 
waived the usual rules 
expected of communal 
housing. 

As a result, migrants in 
some parts of Germany 
are finding themselves liv¬ 
ing in cramped conditions 
that rights groups say are 
unfit for human habitation. 
“The situation is becoming 
dramatic," said Karl Kopp, 
an expert on refugee pol¬ 
icy with the campaign 
group Pro Asyl. 

“If we put people up in un¬ 
dignified conditions then 
this will have long-term 
consequences for their 
health and their ability to 
integrate in the country.” 
On Sunday 14 people — 
including three police offi¬ 
cers — were injured when 
a mass brawl involving hun¬ 
dreds of refugees broke 
out at a reception center 
in Calden, near Kassel. The 
site is a tent city originally 
designed for 1,000 people 
but now housing 1,500. 
“Improvised, often cata¬ 
strophically overcrowded 
emergency shelters of¬ 
fer residents no privacy or 
place to retreat,” Pro Asyl 
said following the incident. 
“Every trip to the canteen, 
to the toilets or the showers 
becomes a patience test 
in these mass shelters.”□ 
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Syria state media praise Putin 
speech at the United Nations

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — Syria’s state media on Tuesday 
praised Vladimir Putin's speech before the U.N. General 
Assembly in which the Russian leader defended Syrian 
President Bashar Assad. 

Syrian newspapers said the speech drew “clear out¬ 
lines” for what is needed to “fight terrorism” on a global 
level. 

In his address Monday in New York, Putin urged the 
world to stick with Assad, saying it was a “huge mistake" 
not to engage the Syrian military in the fight against the 
Islamic State group. 

The Al-Baath daily of Assad’s ruling party said the es¬ 
sence of the Russian plan for combating terrorism is 
“simple and clear.” Al-Baath added that “the Russian 
step is pivotal in the history of the region and the world 
to prevent the expansion of devastation.” 

The daily Al-Thawra said Putin entered the United Na¬ 
tions “from the Syrian gate,” adding that “the Russian 
surgeon came to fix flabbiness in the international le¬ 
gitimacy.” 

Al-Thawra said Putin struck in his speech at “American 
charlatanism about fighting terrorism.” 

U.S. President Barack Obama and Putin held their first 
formal meeting in more than two years in New York on 
Monday without reaching a breakthrough on Syria, 
which has strained their already tense relationship. 

The U.S. still insists Syria’s future cannot include Assad, 
while Putin appears keen to bolster the standing of his 
longtime ally, casting Assad’s government as the best 
defense against Islamic State militants. 

Moscow has been ramping up its involvement in Syria in 
recent weeks by ferrying weapons, troops and supplies 
to an airport near the Syrian coastal city of Latakia in 
what the U.S. sees as preparations for setting up an air 
base there. 

Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Yaalon said Russia's pres¬ 
ence in Syria is near the coast, far from Israel. But he 
said Israel will not tolerate advanced weapons reach¬ 
ing Lebanon's militant Hezbollah, which has fought 
alongside Syrian troops. Yaalon said Israeli warplanes 
on Monday targeted two Syrian artillery guns suspect¬ 
ed of shelling inside the Israeli-controlled Golan Heights. 
He said Israel’s Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu told 
Putin that “we are not involved and we don’t have any 
interest to intervene in the civil war in Syria, but we have 
to keep our interests." Retired Israeli army Col. Jacques 
Neriah said Russia has a “moderate presence" in Syria. 
"It will help in stabilizing the area, and especially if Rus¬ 
sia has the intent to fight the Islamic State together with 
the United States and the Western coalition,” said the 
former deputy head for assessment of the Israeli army’s 
military intelligence. 

Sheikh Naim Kassem, deputy leader of Lebanon’s mili¬ 
tant Hezbollah group, which has sent fighters to help 
Assad, said Tuesday that “Russia intervened by its 
weapons and capabilities because there is someone 
that stood on his feet,” referring to Assad, who is at war 
with an array of rebel and Islamic militant groups.Q

Taliban tighten hold on Afghanistan city

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 

— A day after a strategic 
northern city fell to the Tal¬ 
iban, the insurgents fanned 
out in full force Tuesday, 
closing roads, throwing up 
checkpoints and torching 
government buildings as 
fearful residents huddled 
indoors amid signs a prom¬ 
ised Afghan counteroffen¬ 
sive was faltering. 

U.S. warplanes carried out 
two airstrikes on Taliban 
positions, but government 
ground troops sent to try to 
retake Kunduz, one of Af¬ 
ghanistan’s wealthiest cit¬ 
ies, were stalled by road¬ 
blocks and ambushes, un¬ 
able to move closer than 
about a mile (two kilome¬ 
ters) toward their target. 

A NATO officer said more 
airstrikes were unlikely as 
“all the Taliban are inside 
the city and so are all the 
people.” He spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because he was not au¬ 
thorized to brief media on 
the issue. 

His words suggested the 


fight to retake the city 
would involve painstaking 
street-by-street fighting as 
government forces try to 
avoid civilian casualties in 
retaking control. 

Inside the city, residents 
were stunned by the au¬ 
dacity of the insurgents, 
who attacked Kunduz on 
a number of fronts before 
dawn on Monday, taking 
the government, intelli¬ 
gence agency and mili¬ 
tary by surprise. 

The insurgents used 
mosque loudspeakers to 
try to reassure people they 
were safe. But residents, re¬ 
calling the group’s brutal¬ 
ity during its 1996-2001 rule 
of Afghanistan, were fear¬ 
ful of what was to come. 
"Kunduz is a ghost city 
now, fear has locked peo¬ 
ple inside their homes,” 
said Folad Hamdad, a lo¬ 
cal freelance journalist 
who escaped late Mon¬ 
day to neighboring Takhar 
province. 

He said Taliban gunmen 
were going door to door 
"searching for govern¬ 
ment officials, local po¬ 


lice commanders, anyone 
they can think of. No one 
is safe.” 

The fall of the city of 
300,000 inhabitants — the 
first urban area taken by 
the Taliban since the U.S. 
invasion ousted their re¬ 
gime 14 years ago — is a 
major setback to President 
Ashraf Ghani, who has 
staked his presidency on 
bringing peace to Afghan¬ 
istan and seeking to draw 
the Taliban to peace talks. 
In a televised address, he 
vowed to take Kunduz 
back from the insurgents, 
urging the nation to trust 
Afghan troops to do the 
job. 

“The enemy has sustained 
heavy casualties,” he said. 
“The enemy’s main ob¬ 
jective was to create fear 
and terror.”

Kurdish militants killed two 
police officers Monday 
night in the southern city 
of Adana. Gov. Mustafa 
Buyuk said assailants rid¬ 


ing a motorcycle fired on 
a police vehicle outside a 
hospital in Adana before 
fleeing. 

Turkey’s military, mean¬ 
while, said six rebels of the 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, or 
PKK, were killed Monday 
in a clash with the security 
forces in Hakkari province, 
near the border with Iraq. 
At least 19 others were 


killed in airstrikes Friday 
conducted by Turkish jets 
against suspected PKK tar¬ 
gets in northern Iraq’s Gara 
region, a military statement 
said Tuesday, without elab¬ 
orating. The reports of PKK 
deaths couldn't be verified 
independently. 

Turkey’s security forces 
are battling the rebels in 
the country’s mainly Kurd¬ 


ish southeast region while 
Turkish jets carry out air 
strikes against PKK targets 
in northern Iraq. The fight¬ 
ing with the PKK, which is 
considered a terror orga¬ 
nization by Turkey and its 
Western allies, resumed in 
July and comes as Turkey 
prepares to hold a new 
parliamentary election on

Palestinians, Israeli forces clash amid holy site tensions

strators clashed with Israeli

salem’s most sensitive holy 
site. 

The hilltop compound, re¬ 
vered by Jews as the Tem¬ 
ple Mount and by Muslims 
as the Noble Sanctuary, 
was largely quiet Tuesday. 
About 600 tourists and 100 
Israelis visited the site with¬ 
out serious incident. Israel 
has barred Muslim men 
under the age of 50 from 
entering the compound 
in recent days in a move 


it says is aimed at easing 
tensions. 

The site has experienced 
repeated clashes over the 
past two weeks as Palestin¬ 
ian protesters barricaded 
themselves inside the Al- 
Aqsa Mosque while hurl¬ 


ing stones, firebombs and 
fireworks at Israeli police 
outside. 

The compound in Jerusa¬ 
lem’s Old City is a frequent 
flashpoint and its fate is a 
core issue at the heart of 
the Israeli-Palestinian con¬ 


flict. The Palestinians claim 
east Jerusalem, which was 
captured by Israel from 
Jordan in the 1967 Mideast 
war, as their future capital. 
The compound is sacred 
to Muslims, who refer to it 
as Noble Sanctuary, the 
place where they believe 
Islam’s Prophet Muham¬ 
mad ascended to heav¬ 
en. 

The compound is also 
where the two biblical 
Jewish Temples stood, and 
is Judaism’s holiest site. 
Under a longstanding ar¬ 
rangement, Jews are al¬ 
lowed to visit but not pray 
there. 

The Palestinians view such 
visits as provocations, and 
rumors have spread that 
Jews are planning on tak¬ 
ing over the site, fueling 
the recent clashes. Israel 


says there are no plans 
to change the arrange¬ 
ments. But calls by a group 
of religious Jews to visit the 
site, coupled with periodic 
Israeli restrictions on Muslim 
visits, have inflamed ten¬ 
sions. 

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said Israel is 
committed to maintain¬ 
ing the status quo at the 
site and that it is the Pal¬ 
estinians who are breach¬ 
ing the fragile agreement 
there. "Israel wants peace 
with the Palestinian peo¬ 
ple that unfortunately con¬ 
tinue to spread crass lies 
about our policy on the 
Temple Mount. I will de¬ 
mand an end to this wild 
incitement,” Netanyahu 
said before leaving for the 
U.N. General Assembly in 
New York.Q 


Yemen officials: Death toll from strikes on wedding at 131

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — The 

death toll from Saudi-led 
airstrikes that hit a wedding 
party in Yemen has risen to 
131, making it the deadli¬ 
est single incident since 
the start of the country's 
civil war, medical officials 
said Tuesday. The U.N. says 
at least 2,355 civilians have 
been killed in fighting since 


March, when the coalition 
began launching airstrikes 
against Shiite Houthi rebels 
and allied army units, who 
control the capital and are 
at war with the internation¬ 
ally recognized government 
as well as southern separat¬ 
ists, local militias and Sunni 
extremists. At least 80 wom¬ 
en were killed in the wed¬ 
ding airstrikes in the cen¬ 
tral province of Taiz, said 


Yemeni medical officials 
who work in the province 
and have been neutral in 
the conflict. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause they were not autho¬ 
rized to speak to reporters. 
Hassan Boucenine, of the 
Geneva-based Doctors 
Without Borders, called it 
the deadliest single incident 
since the beginning of the 
conflict. 


"To be honest it's worse and 
worse...it's beyond despair,” 
said Boucenine, speaking 
about the war. 

The Saudi-led and U.S.- 
backed coalition apparent¬ 
ly struck the wedding party 
by mistake on Monday in 
al-Wahga, a village near 
the town of Mokha and the 
strategic Strait of Bab al- 
Mandab, Yemeni security 
officials said. The region is 


largely populated by fisher¬ 
men and livestock traders. 
“They struck a wedding, 
there were only civilians 
there and most of them 
died because the Mokha 
hospital is closed because 
of supply -- no drugs, no fuel, 
no electricity, no nothing, so 
the staff left," Boucenine 
said.

FBI arrests ten 
police in Puerto 
Rico crackdown

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — The FBI on Tuesday 
arrested 10 Puerto Rico 
police officers accused of 
stealing drugs and cash, 
planting evidence and 
taking bribes, prompting 
the U.S. territory’s police 
chief to pledge a wide¬ 
spread restructuring of his 
department as it struggles 
to crack down on corrup¬ 
tion. The suspects, mem¬ 
bers of fhe police anti-drug 
units, include a lieutenant 
and a sergeant. FBI officials 
said they expect further ar¬ 
rests in the case, part of an 
ongoing series of probes 
into the troubled depart¬ 
ment. “These officers used 
their badges and abused 
their authority," said U.S. 
Attorney Rosa Emilia Ro¬ 
driguez. “What appeared 
to be a legitimate police 
operation was nothing else 
but an organized criminal 
act.” Federal prosecutors 
said the suspects, work¬ 
ing out of the main police 
precinct, divvied up some 
$175,000 in proceeds gen¬ 
erated from stealing drugs 
and cash during legal 
and illegal raids. In one 
instance, authorities said 
some of the suspects re¬ 
leased a federal drug-traf¬ 
ficking fugitive in exchange 
for two high-powered rifles. 
Prosecufors also said they 
are investigating whether 
some people arrested by 
the accused officers are 
currently in jail as a result of 
false testimony or planted 
evidence. 

Police Chief Jose Caldero 
said he will restructure the 
department’s 16 anti-nar¬ 
cotics units and require 
those in them to undergo 
polygraph tests, a first for 
the island’s police agency. 
There are currently 320 of¬ 
ficers in those divisions. □

The student re-worked 
theories of organizational 
communication into tai¬ 
lored recommendations 
for the organization under 
study. The added value 
of the recommendations 
in the research is that the 
suggestions for improve¬ 
ment of internal com¬ 
munication stem directly 
from the employees in the 
organization, and are also 
connected to different 
theories.

CHASKA, Minn. (AP) — The 

PGA of America has al¬ 
tered its approach to the 
Ryder Cup with the tourna¬ 
ment returning to the U.S. 
in 2016 at Hazeltine Na¬ 
tional Golf Club in Minne¬ 
sota. Perhaps the biggest 
change could be a team 
without Tiger Woods and 
Phil Mickelson. 

Captain Davis Love III said 
it’s hard to envision a U.S. 
team without Woods or 
Mickelson, but the two are 
no longer certainties as the 
Americans try to solve the 
European stranglehold on 
the Ryder Cup. 

Woods is ranked 299th in 
the world and recently un¬ 
derwent another back sur¬ 
gery. Mickelson is ranked 
23rd, but hasn’t won since 
the British Open in 2013. 

“It would be hard to imag¬ 
ine,” Love said Tuesday at 
a year-out press confer¬ 
ence at Hazeltine. “They’re 
all my teammates that I’ve 
played with. We’re all get¬ 
ting older.” 

The 2016 Ryder Cup is Sept. 
30 to Oct. 2 at Hazeltine in 
suburban Chaska, the site 
of the PGA Championship 
in 2002 and 2009. 

Europe extended its domi¬ 
nance with a win in 2014 
at Gleneagles. The U.S. 


has won the cup four 
times since 1985. Woods 
and Mickelson have been 
mainstays on those teams. 
Mickelson’s first Ryder Cup 
appearance was in 1995, 
followed by Woods' debut 
in 1997. 

Woods' recent back sur¬ 
gery ended his 2015 sea¬ 
son. Mickelson was chosen 
for the upcoming Presi¬ 
dent’s Cup by captain Jay 
Haas, despite lacking the 
points to qualify. 

“Phil gets on a roll about 


every other year now, so 
maybe next year,” Love 
said. “I mean, his off year 
is really, really good. I think, 
in talking to him, he's ex¬ 
cited about playing. He's 
not done yet. He wants to 
make this next team. If he 
doesn’t make the team, 
he’s going to be involved 
and I know he doesn’t 
want to work for me. I think 
he’d rather play for me. 

“So, I have a feeling he's 
going to be strong and mo¬ 
tivated to make the next 


team, and obviously Tiger 
wants to get healthy and 
play.” 

Mickelson spoke out dur¬ 
ing the last Ryder Cup cap¬ 
tained by Tom Watson and 
the Americans have tried 
to find a new way to break 
their losing ways. 

The PGA America assem¬ 
bled past captains and 
players -- including Love, 
Woods and Mickelson -- to 
alter the approach. 

“We’ve had a lot of losing 
seasons in a row and we 


need to throw the game 
plan away and start over,” 
Love said. “We need a 
new front office. We need 
a new attitude. The PGA of 
America, they rode home 
after losing again over in 
Gleneagles and they were 
not happy about it." 

Love said he’s consulted 
Woods, Mickelson, Steve 
Strieker and Jim Furyk, 
along with former captains 
Tom Kite, Lanny Wadkins, 
Ben Crenshaw and Dave 
Stockton. 

Love will be leading a team 
built on the young play¬ 
ers like Jordan Spieth and 
Rickie Fowler. Woods and 
Mickelson will have 2016 to 
show they can add to their 
Ryder Cup resumes. 
“They’re just two of a lot of 
players that have stressed 
to me that they want to 
play on a winning Ryder 
Cup team,” Love said. 
“The tone has changed a 
little bit on our side. Guys 
aren't saying, ‘I want to 
make your team.’ They’re 
saying, ‘I want to play on a 
winning Ryder Cup team.' 
They're not looking at it as 
my team, they want to play 
on a winning U.S. team. So, 
Tiger, Phil, Webb Simpson, 
Chris Kirk, all those guys, 
they're excited about mak¬ 
ing this team and making it 
a winning team.’O

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Eggs and Butter

A favorite 
dish of mine in a Japanese 
restaurant is a raw quail 
egg yolk on sea urchin 
eggs. A variable "choles¬ 
terol bomb”, one of my 
colleagues called. Notice 
that the Japanese sushi 
chef throws away the white 
of the egg. A good thing, 
since raw egg whites should 
never be consumed. Egg 
whites contain substances 
that remove vitamins from 
your body and could pos¬ 
sibly inhibit digestion of 
protein, and affect growth. 
Cooking the egg for just a 
few minutes destroys these 
and other harmful com¬ 
pounds. 

The reason a myth 
has survived for years about 
the dangers of eating egg 
yolks is because one egg 
yolk contains about 213 mil¬ 
ligrams of cholesterol. This 
is about the same amount 
as my other favorite food, 
olive oil that is also loaded 
with cholesterol. However, 
any clinical nutritionist will 
tell you that the different 
types of cholesterol are 
not the same. Olive oil, like 
egg yolks, both have a high 
content of monounsatu- 
rated fatty acids and anti- 
oxidative substances. In lay 
terms, both of these great 
foods are rich in HDL, the 
“good” cholesterol. 

If you enjoy the 
convenience of taking 
a multivitamin to be sure 
you’re getting enough 
nutrients, you should con¬ 
sider including soft boiled 
or poached eggs in your 
diet. They come close to 
having everything a natural 
multivitamin provides. Eggs 


are low in sodium and are 
a good source of protein, 
riboflavin, Vitamin B12, Pan¬ 
tothenic acid, phosphorus, 
and selenium. Additionally, 
there are amino acids, the 
building blocks for muscle 
and a great source of leci¬ 
thin. 

In fact, the word 
"lecithin,” comes from 
the Greek word "lekithos” 
meaning "egg yolk”. Other 
foods that contain lecithin 
include: butter, peanuts, 
cauliflower, tomatoes, ba¬ 
nana, oranges, lentils, oats, 
barley, corn, sesame seeds, 
flax seeds, whole wheat 
and human breast milk. 
Notice I said, butter, not 
margarine. Actually, if you 
are worried about cho¬ 
lesterol, according to a 
Harvard Medical study, 
margarine may increase 
heart disease in women by 
53% over eating the same 
amount of butter. Marga¬ 
rine contains up to 45 per¬ 
cent of artificially created 
unhealthy trans-fats. 

No more fattening than 
margarine, butter has been 
in the diet for thousands of 
years so our bodies are used 
to digesting it. Besides leci¬ 
thin, butter is a rich source 
of easily absorbed vitamin 
A, E, K, D and selenium, a 
powerful antioxidant. We 
use salt free to eliminate 
the harmful processed salt 
which is used as a preserva¬ 
tive to help the butter last 
longer on the shelf. If you 
like the taste of salt, try add¬ 
ing your own natural sea 
salt, which still has some of 
the minerals left and is not 
chemically processed. 

Even better is Clarified But¬ 


ter or "Gee” a form of but¬ 
ter found in the Indian sec¬ 
tion of your supermarket. 
Gee can be made easily at 
home and is butter which 
has the milk solids or fat re¬ 
moved. It has a high smoke 
point and is a safer, health¬ 
ier choice for cooking than 
other fats or oils. 

With people afraid to 
eat egg yolks, the richest 
source of choline found 
in modern diets comes 
from an additive called 
lecithin. Lecithin is most 
often added to foods as 
an emulsifier which helps 
keeps food blended. As a 
dietary supplement, I con¬ 
sider lecithin to be essential 
for everyone. In our clinic I 
see patient’s daily suffer¬ 
ing from fatigue, insomnia, 
kidney and bladder prob¬ 
lems, high cholesterol lev¬ 
els, nerve-muscle problems, 
including cardiovascular 
disease, infertility, liver and 
gallbladder problems, ane¬ 
mia, and high blood pres¬ 
sure. Lecithin in your body 
keeps your cells functioning 
properly, allows your nerves 
to communicate with your 
muscles; and prevent the 
build-up of homocysteine 
in your blood. Homocyste¬ 
ine is a harmful compound 
that is associated with car¬ 
diovascular disease and 
osteoporosis. Since lecithin 
has fat-modifying effects, 
lecithin helps prevent fatty 
build-up in the liver.

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Google unveils Nexus phones with ‘Marshmallow’ flavor

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google is countering the 
release of Apple’s latest 
iPhones with two devices 
running on a new version 
of Android software de¬ 
signed to steer and docu¬ 
ment even more of its us¬ 
ers’ lives. 

The Nexus 6P and Nexus 
5X unveiled Tuesday 
are the first smart¬ 
phones sold with an 
Android upgrade 
called “Marshmal¬ 
low.” It features 
changes that will 
give expanded 
powers to Android's 
personal assistant, 

Google Now, so it 
can explore the in¬ 
formation that peo¬ 
ple call up in the 
mobile applications. 
Previously, Google 
Now learned about 
its users’ interests 
and daily habits by 
analyzing search re¬ 
quests and scanning 
information con¬ 
tained in emails. 

The Marshmallow 
version of Android 
enables users to sum¬ 
mon Google Now to Dave 
scan whatever con 
tent might be on a 
mobile device’s screen so 
it can present pertinent in¬ 
formation about the topic 
of a text, a song, a video 
clip or an article. 

The new Android feature, 
called "Now on Tap,” will 
be activated by holding 
down the device's home 
button or speaking, "OK 
Google," into the micro¬ 
phone. That action will 
prompt Now on Tap to 
scan the screen in an at¬ 
tempt to figure out how to 
be the most helpful. Or, if 
speaking, users can just 
say what they are seeking, 
such as "Who sings this?” 


"In a multiscreen world, 
it is even more important 
for Google to do the hard 
work so the experience is 
simple and delightful for 
the users,” Google CEO 
Sundar Pichai said. 

Apple’s new operating sys¬ 
tem also has programmed 
the iPhone’s Siri assistant to 
be more intuitive so it can 
anticipate what the user

up. Most phone makers, 
though, still take advan¬ 
tage of the freedom that 
Google gives them to al¬ 
ter Android, although the 
free software usually is still 
set up to drive traffic to 
Google’s search engine.

ago. 

The New York-based com¬ 
pany announced Tuesday 
that Stefan Larsson, who 
has been the global presi¬ 
dent of Gap’s low-price 
Old Navy chain for three 
years, will succeed him. The 
change will be effective in 
November, and Larsson will 
report to Lauren who will 
continue to drive the com¬ 
pany’s vision and strategy 
as executive chairman and 
chief creative officer. 

As global president of Old 
Navy for three years, Lars¬ 
son has remade the busi¬ 
ness to be a bright spot in 
Gap's portfolio. Prior to his 
tenure at Old Navy, Larsson 
was part of an executive 
team at Swedish cheap 
chic fashion chain H&M for 
15 years that increased an¬ 
nual revenue from $3 billion 
to $17 billion. During that 
time, H&M’s operations 
grew to 44 countries from 
12 . 

"My job is to think always 
about the future of our 
company and how to 
move it forward,” Ralph 
Lauren said in a sfatement. 
"Stefan Larsson is excep¬ 
tionally talented, and he 
will bring our company a 
fresh and exciting global 
perspective." 

Ralph Lauren also an¬ 
nounced that Jackwyn 
Nemerov, president and 
chief operating officer, 
will retire in November, at 
which time she will become 
an adviser to the company.

Volkswagen AG has ad¬ 
mitted using a piece of en¬ 
gine software to cheat on 


diesel car emissions tests 
in the U.S., where authori¬ 
ties say there are 482,000 
such cars. The company 
says that up to 11 million 
vehicles worldwide were 
fitted with the engine in 
question. 

The company said it would 
present authorities with its 
“technical solutions and 


measures" to fix the prob¬ 
lem in October. Not all 
of the 11 million vehicles, 
however, would have had 
the software activated, 
according to new CEO 
Matthias Mueller. 

Details have emerged 
gradually of how many 
were made by which VW 
division. Guenther Schere- 


lis, a spokesman for the 
commercial vehicles unit 
— which makes vans and 
pickups — on Tuesday con¬ 
firmed that 1.8 million of its 
vehicles were affected. He 
didn’t give further details. 
Spanish subsidiary SEAT 
said it fitted 700,000 vehi¬ 
cles with the EA 189 diesel 
engines in which Volkswa¬ 


gen has said there are “dis¬ 
crepancies." 

SEAT said the cars were 
sold worldwide and it was 
seeking to determine how 
many were sold in each 
market. 

Also fitted with the suspect 
software were 5 million VW 
brand cars, 2.1 million Audis 
and 1.2 million Skodas. □ 


Glencore insists no solvency issues, shares spike higher

LONDON (AP) — Com¬ 
modities group Glencore 
insisted Tuesday it’s not 
facing solvency issues, a 
day after its shares fell by 
nearly a third amid con¬ 
cerns over its ability to 
service sky-high debts at 
a time when many com¬ 
modity prices are at multi¬ 
year lows. 

Its defense helped the 
company’s stock recover 
17 percent to close at 80 
pence. That means it has 
recouped around a half 
of the losses suffered Mon¬ 
day, when Investec Securi¬ 
ties warned that the com¬ 
pany faces acute financial 
difficulties in light of a slide 
in commodity prices. 
Responding to Investec’s 
analysis that the company 
could end up “solely work¬ 
ing to repay debt obliga¬ 
tions” if commodity prices 
don’t recover, Glencore 
said it has taken “proac¬ 
tive steps” to be able to 
withstand the weak com¬ 
modity market and that 
the business as a whole is 
"operationally and finan¬ 
cially robust.” 

“We have positive cash 
flow, good liquidity and 


absolutely no solvency 
issues,” it said in a state¬ 
ment. “Glencore has no 
debt covenants and con¬ 
tinues to retain strong lines 
of credit and secure ac¬ 
cess to funding thanks to 
long term relationships we 
have with the banks.” 
Earlier, Glencore found 
support from analysts at 
Citigroup, which recently 
helped the company raise 
cash through a placing of 


shares with new and exist¬ 
ing shareholders. They said 
the fall in Glencore’s share 
price — about 80 percent 
from its high in May to this 
week’s low — has been 
overdone and suggested 
the company could raise 
more money from the sale 
of investments than the $2 
billion it has penciled in. 
The sales were part of a 
suite of measures Glencore 
announced this month. 


which also included the 
suspension of dividend 
payments, to reduce debt 
by up to $10.2 billion. 

Even if its debt reduction 
plan plays out as expect¬ 
ed, Glencore will be left 
with a debt mountain of 
around $20 billion — more 
than its current market val¬ 
ue of around $16 billion. 
China’s economic down¬ 
turn is at the heart of Glen¬ 
core’s difficulties. Mining 


and commodities com¬ 
panies sought to take ad¬ 
vantage of the country’s 
booming growth at the 
turn of the decade, when 
many of the world’s lead¬ 
ing economies were strug¬ 
gling to emerge from the 
global financial crisis and 
ensuing recession. 
Glencore said it remains 
“confident the medium 
and long-term fundamen¬ 
tals of the commodities 
we produce and market 
remain strong into the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Citi’s analysts said Glen¬ 
core’s management 
should consider taking 
the company private “in 
the event the equity mar¬ 
ket continues to express 
its unwillingness to value 
the business fairly.” Do¬ 
ing so, they added, would 
allow the management 
to undertake restructur¬ 
ing measures "easily and 
quickly” and to prepare 
for an eventual float of the 
industrial business. 
Sentiment toward Glen¬ 
core PLC, which is based 
in Switzerland but listed in 
London, has been fragile 
for months as investors wor¬ 
ried over the impact of fall¬ 
ing commodity prices.Q

And it comes as startup 
on-demand delivery ser¬ 
vices such as Postmates 
and Shyp proliferate. Ride¬ 
sharing service Uber itself 
has been rolling out a food 
delivery service UberEats. 
Drivers have to be at least 
21 years old and pass 
a criminal background 


check and motor vehicle 
records review. 

People in Seattle can sign 
up now. The program is 
expected to roll out to 
New York City's Manhat¬ 
tan, Baltimore, Miami, 
Dallas, Austin, Chicago, 
Indianapolis, Atlanta, and 
Portland. 

Amazon has been ex¬ 
panding its Prime Now 
service for members of 
its $99 annual Prime loy¬ 


alty program. The service 
delivers a wide range of 
items including paper 
towels, wine and beer (in 
Seattle only), chilled and 
frozen items like milk and 
ice cream and televisions 
and Kindle device in one 
or two hours. Two-hour de¬ 
livery is free and one-hour 
delivery is available for 
$7.99. It now offers Prime 
Now in 11 cities with across 
the country with plans to 


roll out to more. 

On its website, Amazon 
said currently it's only of¬ 
fering the program to 
drivers, but in the future it 
might let people bike or 
walk the packages to their 
destination. 

Shares of Amazon.com 
Inc. fell $11.41, or 2.3 per¬ 
cent, to $492.65 in after¬ 
noon trading. Its shares 
are up 53 percent from a 
year ago. □

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Despite pledges, climate action seen falling short

STOCKHOLM (AP) — The 

emissions pledges that 
countries have made 
ahead of a landmark con¬ 
ference in Paris have been 
a major boost to the slow- 
moving U.N. effort to fight 
climate change. 

Less so for the climate itself. 
With pledges to cut or curb 
greenhouse gas pollution 
on the table from all ma¬ 
jor countries except India, 
researchers say the world 
is on track for more than 2 
degrees C (4 F) of warming 
this century. 

That’s a level that scientists 
say could result in profound 
and irreversible impacts on 
the climate system, includ¬ 
ing flooding of coasfal cit¬ 
ies and island nations, dis¬ 
ruptions to agriculture and 
drinking water, and the 
spread of diseases and the 
extinction of species. 
However, climate experts 
say that it's not game over 
yet, as long as the Paris 
agreement includes ways 
to step up the pace of 
emissions cuts over time. 
“Much of the underlying 
motivation for any emis¬ 
sions reduction agenda is 
that first steps lead to sec¬ 
ond steps, which lead to 
third steps. It is probably 
the case that first steps 
won’t solve the problem, 
but they start the journey,” 
said Chris Field, a candi¬ 
date to become the next 
chair of the Intergovern¬ 
mental Panel on Climate 
Change. 

An analysis presented 
Monday by Climate In¬ 
teractive, a Washington- 
based climate research 
group, found the emissions 
targets presented by Chi¬ 
na, the U.S., the European 
Union, Brazil and other 
governments before fhe 
December conference in 
Paris leave the world on a 


path toward 3.5 degrees 
C (6.3 F) of warming com¬ 
pared with pre-industrial 
times. Temperatures have 
already warmed nearly 
0.9 degrees C (1.6 F) from 
pre-industrial times to now, 
primarily because of emis¬ 
sions from fhe burning of 
coal, oil and gas, scientists 
say. 

That means warming would 
be 1 C (1.8 F) lower than 
what would happen if gov¬ 
ernments did nothing, said 
Andrew Jones, co-founder 
of Climafe Inferacfive, buf 
well above fhe internation¬ 
al goal of keeping warm¬ 
ing below 2 degrees C (3.6 
), which is 1.1 degrees C (2 
degrees F) from now. 
Another analysis, by the 
European-based Climate 
Action Tracker, projects the 
world is on a path toward 
about 3 C (5.4 F) of warm¬ 
ing. The difference is mainly 
due to guesswork on what 
happens after 2030, the 
end date for the current 


pledges. 

Niklas Hoehne, a research¬ 
er involved with Climate 
Action Tracker, said it’s still 
possible to limit warming to 
2 degrees C if global emis¬ 
sions peak after 2030 as 
long as they drop quickly 
after that. 

“The question is whether it's 
a politically feasible path¬ 
way or not. That’s a value 
judgment,” he said. 

Given the glacial pace 
of the U.N. climate talks in 
the past, the fact that just 
about all countries, rich 
and poor, are finally com¬ 
mitting to do something 
about climate change is 
encouraging in itself, ana¬ 
lysts say. 

A diplomatic solution 
seemed far away after a 
hyped 2009 summit in Co¬ 
penhagen ended with a 
weak, voluntary agree¬ 
ment that pushed a more 
ambitious deal down the 
road. 

In Paris, the prospects of 


that deal coming together 
appear much greater, with 
all major emitters putting 
down emissions targets in 
advance. India is expect¬ 
ed to do so this week, as 
the last of fhe top 10 green¬ 
house gas emitters. 

Still, it’s unclear whether 
the deal will include the 
tools to bend the emissions 
curves in the future enough 
to avoid dangerous levels 
of warming. 

Scienfific models show that 
to stay below 2 degrees the 
world can emit no more 
than 1 trillion tons of car¬ 
bon dioxide, a key global 
warming gas released 
when oil, coal and gas are 
burned for energy. Af fhe 
current rate of emissions, 
that “carbon budget” will 
have been spent in three 
decades. 

But instead of figuring out 
ways to divide that budget 
in a way that reflects each 
nation's historical responsi¬ 
bility for fhe problem, level 


of development and other 
factors, each country is 
self-determining the size of 
ifs share. That’s because 
countries cannot agree on 
what's a fair distribution. 
“When every country's 
definition of fair and ambi¬ 
tious uses different metrics 
you won't easily get to a 
situation where you divide 
the carbon budget,” said 
Kelly Levin, of the World 
Resources Institute, an en¬ 
vironmental think tank. 
Even though they they’re 
not enough by themselves, 
many experts are optimis¬ 
tic that the pledges pre¬ 
sented so far will lead to 
even greater emissions 
reductions going forward 
and ulfimafely a major shiff 
toward a low-carbon en¬ 
ergy system, with a much 
greater share of renew¬ 
able energy sources such 
as wind and solar power. 

It remains unclear, though, 
whether governments will 
ramp up their emissions 
cuts before the carbon 
budget runs out. While 
emissions have started to 
fall in developed countries, 
they are still rising fast in 
China and other fast-grow¬ 
ing developing nations. 
Last week, Indian Environ¬ 
ment Minister Prakash Ja- 
vadekar told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that any inter¬ 
national deal must allow 
India’s emissions to grow 
as it expands its economy 
and fights poverty. 

He said that means richer 
countries that have pol¬ 
luted the atmosphere tor 
much longer should make 
bigger cuts to their own 
emissions. 

“We are asking the devel¬ 
oped world to vacate the 
carbon space to accom¬ 
modate us,” Javadekar 
said. “It is our right as a na¬ 
tion. It's our right as people 
of India, and we want that 
carbon space.”□

NEW YORK (AP) — Chris¬ 
tina Aguilera has visited 
Haiti, Rwanda and Guate¬ 
mala on relief effort trips, 
but last week in Ecuador 
she not only offered sup¬ 
port to struggling and hun¬ 
gry children — she also 
connected with her roots. 
Aguilera's father is from 
Ecuador. The trip marked 
the first time the 34-year- 
old singer, who was born 
in New York, had visited 
the country. 

"This particular trip was sort 
of extra-special for me be¬ 
cause it is my blood and 
heritage. My father was 
born in Ecuador and my 
grandfather was born in 
Quito, which is the city I 
stayed in. And we would 
drive out in the fields 
which were hours away by 
car and into the farmland 
and sort of refugee areas 
where people are strug¬ 
gling," Aguilera said in an 


interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Monday. 
“This was a really interest¬ 
ing and raw way to go 
about it. It wasn’t like I va¬ 
cationed there in one of 
the more beautiful spots 
such as Galapagos Islands 
or things like that. I went 
into the fields and got to 
meet the women and chil¬ 
dren there who are really 
trying to survive," she said. 
Aguilera has been a vol¬ 
unteer global spokesper¬ 
son for Yum! Brands' World 
Hunger Relief since 2009. 
She has visited Rwanda, 
Haiti and Guatemala. 

She chose to visit Ecuador 
this year from a list provid¬ 
ed to her, Aguilera said. 

“I definitely had always 
wanted to go visit where 
my dad comes from, the 
culture, you know, not 
having sort of a consis¬ 
tent relationship at all in 
my life with him and not 
really knowing him as I've 
gotten older through the 


years as well. You know, 
there’s a history there. 
But, you know, it is a part 
of my blood and a part 
of my heritage and a part 
of my people," she said. 
“And I would look at the 
faces and I would sort of 
... sometimes feel like I saw 
a resemblance. I think it’s 


important and I think it’s 
good to know where you 
come from and sort of get 
to know your roots.” 
Aguilera said “it felt that 
much better to me that I 
was in a place that I felt 
so connected to and was 
able to give back to.” 
She's filmed a public ser¬ 


vice announcement to 
raise hunger awareness 
that will be released next 
month. Yum! Brands Inc., 
the parent company of 
Pizza Hut, Taco Bell and 
KFC, said its eight-year-old 
World Hunger Relief initia¬ 
tive has raised $600 mil¬ 
lion in cash and food for 
the United Nations’ World 
Food Programme and 
other organizations.

Aruhiba 
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Damon, Scott book a return to space in ‘The Martian’

TORONTO (AP) — “The Mar¬ 
tian” was briefly stranded 
in Hollywood development 
when Ridley Scott reached 
out to Matt Damon, the 
star attached to the stalled 
projected. 

The script by Drew God¬ 
dard (“Cabin in the 
Woods") from Andy Weir’s 
novel was full of the kind of 
nerdy humor and science 
geekery that few would 
associate with the mascu¬ 
line epics Scott is known 
for. But the 77-year-old Brit¬ 
ish director tends not to 
concern himself with such 
trifles. 

“He goes, ‘We've never 
met,'" recalls Damon, bark¬ 
ing an impression of the 
no-nonsense Scott. “And 
I said, ‘No, we’ve never 
met.’ He goes, ‘The script is 
good!’ And I said, ‘Yeah.’ 


He goes, ‘It's (expletive) 
great.' ‘Yeah.’ ‘Why aren’t 
we making this?’ I said, ‘I 
guess we are.’” 

The unexpected com¬ 
binations of talent that 
went into making “The 
Martian” are fitting for a 
movie of such hybrid en¬ 


tertainments. It's a space 
tale more grounded in sci¬ 
ence fact than fiction; a 
3-D popcorn movie full of 
mathematics; an ode to 
science that’s funny. 

“The Martian," which 20th 
Century Fox will release 
Friday, is that rare earthly 


creature: a blockbuster 
with brains. There may be 
water on Mars, as NASA 
announced Monday, but 
there’s been a drought at 
the multiplex. 

Damon stars as astronaut 
Mark Watney, whose crew¬ 
members, thinking him 
dead from a flying piece 
of debris, leave him behind 
on Mars as they rush to flee 
a sand storm. Alone on the 
red planet, Watney’s fate 
is seemingly sealed, but 
through his own scientific 
ingenuity, improvises his 
survival. NASA (including 
an ensemble of Jeff Dan¬ 
iels, Chiwefel Ejiofor and 
Jessica Chasfain) mounts a 
rescue mission with its own 
scientific dexterity. 

Rarely has there been a 
film more celebratory of 
the space program and 
the problem-solving power 
of science. NASA has em¬ 
braced the film with celes¬ 
tial warmth, screening it for 
the crew on the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station. 

The solitary extreme of “The 
Martian" may be reminis¬ 
cent of “Gravity,” but its 
closeness to another re¬ 
cent space drama infused 
with the spirit of space ex¬ 
ploration — Christopher 
Nolan’s “Interstellar,” in 
which Damon was also 
alone on a distant planet 
— gave the actor pause. 
Damon (who spoke in a 
recent interview before 
comments he made about 
diversity and sexuality 
drew criticism) took a year 
and a half off from acting 
while his family (he has four 
daughters with wife Luci- 
ana Barroso) moved to 
Los Angeles. “The Martian” 
was his first film since “Inter¬ 
stellar." 

“I said, ‘Look, I’m in Chris’s 
movie. I’m stranded on a 
planet,”’ Damon recalls 
telling Scott. “If I then fol¬ 
low that up with a guy 
stranded on a planet...” 
The director sought out No¬ 
lan to see an early cut of 
“Interstellar” and decided 
the similarity wasn’t an is¬ 
sue. “I mean, they're mak¬ 
ing another Batman movie 
already," laughs Damon, 
alluding to the upcoming 
role for his friend, Ben Af¬ 
fleck. 

Space, of course, is also 


a familiar frontier to Scott, 
who forever endeared 
himself to sci-fi fans early in 
his career with “Blade Run¬ 
ner” and “Alien.” Decades 
later, he’s found himself 
firmly back in the genre 
with “The Martian” and 
2013’s “Prometheus," for 
which he’s currently prep- 
ping one and, he says, pos¬ 
sibly two sequels. 

“I loved it,” says Scott. “I re¬ 
alized on the first day how 
much I missed it.” 

“The Martian,” which 
largely drew raves out of 
its premiere at the Toronto 
International Film Festival, 
has been portrayed as a 
return-to-form for Scott fol¬ 
lowing critical disappoint¬ 
ments like “Exodus” (which 
was slammed for its largely 
white cast) and his Cor- 
mac McCarthy adapta¬ 
tion “The Counselor.” 

“The press can be very 
negative,” Scott says. “I 
never let it get to me, not 
for a long time. The last 
time I got upset about 
press was ‘Blade Runner.' 
No one liked it.” 

Having Scott aboard, Da¬ 
mon says, mitigated his 
concerns about playing 
most of his scenes alone. 
Like a video diary, Watney 
speaks the majority of his 
lines to cameras situated 
around the Mars habitat. 
“You have no one co-sign- 
ing your fantasy,” Damon 
says. “It is kind of like when 
you were a kid making a 
game up in your room. It's 
entirely dependent on not 
cracking. It was the chal¬ 
lenge of the movie and 
kind of why I wanted to do 
it.” 

Besides prepping the “Pro¬ 
metheus” sequel, “Alien: 
Paradise Lost,” Scott is 
managing his busy produc¬ 
tion company, Scott Free 
Productions. Damon, fol¬ 
lowing his short hiatus, has 
packed in a shoot in China 
with Zhang Yimou, a new 
“Bourne” film with direc¬ 
tor Paul Greengrass and a 
planned Alexander Payne 
movie (“Downsizing”). 

But “The Martian” aligned 
the men's orbits for a mu¬ 
tual return to space, pro¬ 
pelled by the workmanlike 
Scott. Not that the direc¬ 
tor is one to get all cosmic 
about itO 


Kate Winslet has ‘no reservations’ 
about ‘Steve Jobs’ movie

TORONTO (AP) — There are so many rea¬ 
sons for Kate Winslet to feel great about 
the new “Steve Jobs” movie that it doesn't 
matter that critics panned the 2013 film 
“Jobs,” which was also about the Apple 
Computer co-founder. 

“I have no reservations whatsoever and so 
excited to be a part of this project,” Wins¬ 
let said in a recent interview at the Toronto 
Film Festival. She plays Joanna Hoffman, 
who worked closely with Jobs from the 
early days of Apple Computer. 

Winslet's confidence comes in part from 
the approach taken by the film's Oscar- 
winning team: writer Aaron Sorkin and 
director Danny Boyle. Both have a knack 
for tackling contemporary subject mat¬ 
ter. But Winslet also feels that with a figure 
as prominent in the public conscience as 
Jobs, it’s hard to do a critically acclaimed 
biopic. So she’s happy it wasn’t made 
that way. 

“It's actually very much not that. It is de¬ 
liberately not that. Aaron Sorkin decided 
that there was no interest for him in writing 
it in that way," explained Winslet, who was 
in Toronto to promote another film, “The 
Dressmaker.” 

Based on Walter Isaacson’s book of the 
same name, the film was shot like a play, 
rehearsed like one, and told in three acts. 
“Each act covers a different year: 1984, 
‘88 and ‘98 in Steve Jobs’ creative work¬ 
ing life," Winslet said. “We shot each act 
in chronological order, one act at a time." 
While the actress said making the film was

educational, she also said it was a “tough, 
but fascinating process.” 

“It was very, very challenging. It’s 187 pag¬ 
es of continuous dialogue of just people 
talking,” she said. “It was very hard for all 
of us to really come up with what Danny 
(Boyle) wanted and needed to put this 
film together.” 

“Steve Jobs” plays the New York Film Fes¬ 
tival on Saturday, before opening nation¬ 
wide on Oct. 8. □ 
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
